Aneiphi Eheatre. 
Mozart's Opera of Don Juan was, last night, produced at this 
Theatre. Most of the airs of this splendid Opera are familiar to the 
public, though we believe it is now first given to them with the music 
entire. Mr. Hawes has adapted it toUnglish words very successfully, 
and the orchestra did ample justice to the music ; but here our unqua- 
lified praise must stop, and we are foreed to state that the Opera is 
not so strongly cast as it should have been, to do such music full jus- 
tice. The Misses Cawse were, we believe, announced some time ago, 
why they did not appear we do not know, but their absence was much 
to be deplored. Mrs. Keeley an actress of sterling merit, but inade- 
quate to sing the music allotted the character, played Zerlina, and as 
far as the acting went imparted to it the most fascinating naiveté, she 
sang too with much more effect than we had anticipated, but as the 
compass of her voice does not reach F it must be obvious, to our mu- 
sical readers at least, how inadequate her physical powers were to the 
task: Mrs. Keeley herself felt this, aud was at first much embarassed, 
she exerted herself however with a most praiseworthy energy, and was 
as we before observed much more successful than we could have anti- 
cipated. Miss Betts was Donna dnna, and sang very effectively; what 
a pity it is that she does not articulate more distiuctly. A lady from 
the Doblin Theatre named Ferguson was the Donna Elvira, she ap- 
pears much accustomed to the stage, but her voice is not by any means 
of the first quality, nor does her science entitle her to siug the musi¢ 
entrusted to DonnaElvira; she, however, got through inoffensively, but 
the Opera suffered from the weakness of the cast. 


Mr. Phillips was the Don Juan, and both acted and sung with infi- 
nite spirit ; be has evidently studied the character with much attention, 
and sang delightfally his duet with Zerlina, ‘Soft Sounds of Love in- 
viting,’ it was given witha mellow richness well according with the sen- 
timent, and was rapturously encored. G. Penson was Leporello, which 
he played well, though we have seen him to more advantage. Mr T. 
Millar, from the Bath Concerts, and who, we believe, sang in the Ora- 
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torios last season. was Don Octavio; he sang with mach taste, and 
was encored in one song ;—as is generally the case with first appear- 
ances, his friends applauded very injudiciously, Mr. Aldridge, a 
first appeerance also, was Don Pedro, and sang the music well ; we 
should advise him to shave off his whiskers, they are anything but 
ghostly; the moonlight falling on them had quite a ludirceus effect.— 
The concerted mesic was extremely well given; the Opera only wants 
to have the cast strengthened to be highly successful. In the last scene 
the devils more determined than their brethren of the Opera House 
dragged Juan down to the infernal regions with such violence that 
they tore off his wig in the deseent, Mr. Penson announced the Opera,
